4. Computergram International discloses that the audiohighway service is funded by 3 minutes 
of personalized advertisements per hour of radio time downloaded ("Audio Highway Offers 
Broadcast Quality Radio Over the Internet for Free, Advertising Will Fund It, Computergram 
International, n3224, pCGN08130014 ?
